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SAMUEL  ROBERT  HUSSEY,  D.Cn.L. 

(The  following  is  a eulogy  delivered  by  Principal  Lowell  Lcgge  on  the 
occasion  of  the  unveiling  of  a portrait  of  Dr.  Hussey  at  the  closing  exer- 
cises of  the  School,  June  8th,  1964). 


It  is  an  exceptional  honour  to  have  been  asked  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
late  Dr.  S.  R.  Hussey  upon  this  occasion.  In  doing  so,  I feel  very  humble, 
for  it  is  my  lot  to  walk  in  the  shadow  of  this  great  man  and  to  attempt  to 
follow  the  footsteps  which  he  so  clearly  left  in  the  sands.  I his  is  not  an 
easy  task. 

Dr.  Samuel  Robert  Hussey  was  born  in  Salmon  Cove,  Conception 
Bay,  Newfoundland,  in  1874.  He  lost  his  sight  as  a result  of  measles  at 

the  age  of  ten.  Three  years  later  in  1887  he  entered  this  school.  This 

marks  the  beginning  of  a long  list  of  firsts  that  characterizes  this  man’s 

life,  for  he  was  the  first  child  to  come  from  that  Island,  thus  opening  the 

door  for  those  of  us  who  came  after.  He  became  a member  of  the  staff  of 
this  school  in  1893,  and  from  that  date  until  his  passing,  a period  of  71 
years,  he  was  not  merely  an  active  contributor  to,  but  an  inspirational 
leader  in  the  field  of  education,  and  general  betterment  of  the  condition 
of  the  blind,  not  only  in  our  immediate  Maritime  area,  but  in  Canada 
generally,  and  to  a lesser  extent  throughout  the  world.  At  the  peak  of  his 
career  he  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  three  greatest  blind  educators  of 
his  day. 

The  full  impact  of  his  life  in  his  field  of  endeavour  will  never  be  com- 
pletely assessed,  for  he  was  not  a dynamic,  forceful  leader,  but  rather  one 
who  behind  the  glare  of  publicity,  contributed  the  ideas,  helped  formulate 
the  plans  and  initiate  the  action  that  transforms  ideas  and  plans  into  real- 
ity. These  realities,  achieved  in  the  first  half  of  the  twentieth  century, 
resulted  in  lifting  the  Blind  to  a new  plane,  several  steps  higher  than  the 
one  on  which  they  were  struggling  before  he  and  men  like  him  entered  the 
field. 

I knew  Dr.  Hussey  as  a teacher  when  I was  a boy,  as  a Principal  when 
I became  a teacher,  and  in  the  past  fifteen  years  as  a friend,  consultant  and 
advisor.  In  each  of  these  roles,  he  was  more  than  the  name  implies,  for 
in  addition  to  the  qualities  that  make  a teacher  good,  a Principal  effective, 
or  a friend  a friend,  he  had  the  capacity  to  bring  out  the  best  that  was  in 
one  at  all  times,  his  mere  presence  seemed  to  do  that.  He  inspired  hope 
when  there  appeared  to  be  little  in  oneself.  He  was  informal  in  the  class- 
room and  had  a warm  personality,  yet  the  respect  he  commanded  is  dif- 
ficult to  understand  except  by  his  former  students.  I have  often  wondered 
since  exactly  how  these  things  are  related  in  a teacher — which  is  the  cause 
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and  which  the  effect — and  how  he  succeeded  in  getting  so  much  work  out 
of  us  without  fear  of  recrimination  and  with  such  little  apparent  effort  on 
his  part. 

He  also  possessed  an  attribute  that  is  rare  in  mortals,  perhaps  it  is 
reserved  for  men  of  his  calibre,  namely  that  material  things  were  of  sec- 
dary  importance,  his  primary  concern  was  always  his  fellow  man. 
“What  can  I contribute?”,  “What  have  I to  offer?”  are  the  questions 
he  would  ask,  rather  than,  “What  is  there  in  it  for  me?”  or  “What  can 
I get  out  of  it?” 

He  was  a living  example  of  the  philosophy  he  taught  regarding  the 
handicapped.  That  is,  given  the  proper  training  and  opportunity,  we  can 
succeed,  but  success  comes  at  a higher  price  and  exacts  more  time,  effort 
and  application  than  it  does  from  our  sighted  friends. 

If  Dr.  Hussey  had  a motto  by  which  he  lived,  it  would  be: 

“Be  not  like  dumb  driven  cattle 
Be  a leader  in  the  strife.” 

How  many  times  did  I hear  him  recite  these  lines! 

His  passing  marks  the  end  of  an  era,  for  he  was  the  last  of  the  pioneers, 
and  only  too  well  do  I know  how  clearly  he  marked  the  trail  and  forded  the 
difficult  streams  for  us  to  follow.  His  life  was  such  that  there  is  no  doubt 
in  my  mind  nor  in  the  minds  of  all  for  whom  I speak,  that  when  his  day  of 
reckoning  came,  the  greeting  he  received  was:  “Well  done  thou  good  and 
faithful  servant.”

NINETY  FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 
For  the  Year  Ended  June  30,  1964 

Introduction:  The  President  and  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  submit  to  the  Corporation  and  to  the 
public  of  the  four  Atlantic  Provinces  this,  their  Ninety-Fourth 
Annual  Report. 

Supervision : As  in  the  past  your  Board  has  kept  in 
close  touch  with  the  administration  of  the  School  and  in  addi- 
tion to  its  regular  meetings  has  paid  monthly  visits  of  in- 
spection to  residential  and  school  departments. 

Property:  Your  Board  reported  to  you  in  1963  of  their 
intention  to  proceed  with  the  modernization  of  the  old  School 
Building  and  the  work  on  the  exterior  of  this  Building  was 
completed  in  the  fall  of  last  year.  In  December  of  1963  your 
Board  decided  to  approach  the  Governments  of  the  four 
Atlantic  Provinces  and  request  assistance  to  defray  the  costs 
of  modernizing  all  our  buildings  over  a five-year  program  in- 
volving an  outlay  of  $520,000.00.  After  several  meetings 
with  the  Premier  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  Hon.  R.  L.  Stanfield, 
a plan  was  resolved  whereby  the  costs  of  the  work  would  be 
borne  by  the  Provinces  by  annual  grants  over  a five-year 
period  beginning  in  the  fiscal  year  1965-66.  The  amount  of 
the  grant  by  each  Province  to  be  determined  by  the  average 
percentage  of  pupils  of  the  total  enrolment  from  each  province 
during  the  previous  five  years.  Mr.  Stanfield  himself  under- 
took to  present  this  plan  to  the  Premiers  of  New  Brunswick, 
Newfoundland  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  we  are  pleased 
to  report  that  it  has  been  accepted  and  our  dream  of  having 
comfortable,  modern  accommodation  is  now  a reality.  The 
Members  of  the  Board  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the 
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Governments  of  the  Atlantic  Provinces  for  their  recognition 
of  the  necessity  of  having  this  work  done  and  to  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Stanfield  for  co-ordinating  the  plan  and  bringing  it  to  a suc- 
cessful culmination. 

Health:  The  School  health  service  consists  of  a dispen- 
sary, three  wards  for  the  care  of  the  patients  with  minor  ail- 
ments, a competent  staff  of  nurses,  and  attending  physician 
and  oculist.  In  addition  the  facilities  of  the  Victoria  General 
and  Children’s  Hospitals  together  with  services  provided  by 
the  Rehabilitation  Centre,  Child  Guidance  and  other  clinics 
in  the  area  are  at  our  full  disposal.  It  may  be  noted  that  all 
the  above  are  located  within  a few  minutes’  walking  distance 
of  the  School. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Health 
of  the  City  of  Halifax,  the  pupils  of  this  School  are  included 
in  the  City  school  immunization  T.B. — testing  programme. 

The  year  has  been  a normal  one  with  respect  to  illness, 
there  being  no  epidemics  except  minor  out-breaks  of  coughs 
and  colds. 

Our  sincere  thanks  are  tendered  not  only  to  our  own  nurs- 
ing staff  but  to  those  of  the  institutions  mentioned  above  and 
to  Drs.  Donald  MacRae  and  D.  I.  Rice  for  their  keen  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  our  students. 

A.A.I.B.  Convention:  It  is  the  policy  of  your  Board 
to  have  our  teachers  kept  informed  of  the  latest  methods  and 
planning  in  the  teaching  of  the  blind,  and  ten  members  of  our 
staff  including  the  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Allen  attended 
the  Biennial  Convention  of  the  American  Association  of  In- 
structors of  the  Blind  which  was  held  at  the  Perkins  School 
for  the  Blind  in  Watertown,  Mass,  from  June  21-25.  Repre- 
sentatives from  our  Literary,  Music,  Industrial  Arts,  Handi- 
crafts, Tuning  and  Houseparents  Departments  were  among  our 
group,  where  they  were  afforded  the  opportunity  to  study 
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and  discuss  the  latest  techniques  and  approaches  to  the  ever 
present  problems  in  their  various  fields. 

Staff:  On  April  29th,  1964,  our  entire  school  community 
of  staff  and  students  was  shocked  and  saddened  by  the  sudden 
death  of  one  of  its  best  loved  members,  Leslie  P.  Hawes,  Senior 
Supervisor  of  Boys.  IVIr.  Hawes’  completely  selfless  devotion 
to  the  welfare  of  his  boys  and  the  tireless  effort  and  thought  he 
spent  on  making  school  life  a rich  and  happy  one  for  the  entire 
student  body,  will  never  be  forgotten  by  those  who  knew  and 
worked  with  him. 

The  School  also  mourns  the  loss  of  Principal  Emeritus, 
Dr.  Samuel  Robert  Hussej'  who  died  after  a short  period  of  ill 
health  on  March  31st,  1964.  A brief  biography  and  memorial 
to  Dr.  Hussey  appears  elsewhere  in  this  report.

This  is  the  largest  representation  from  this  School  so  far 
to  attend  one  of  the  A.A.I.B.  conventions,  and  gave  to  a num- 
ber their  first  opportunity  to  meet  with  colleagues  in  their 
particular  fields. 

During  the  summer  field  work  programme,  a total  of  40 
calls  was  made  on  prospective  pupils  and  their  parents,  as 
compared  with  a total  of  66  calls  during  the  summer  of  1963. 
The  principal  reason  for  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  calls 
this  past  summer  was  the  resumption  by  the  Canadian 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind  of  their  counselling  service 
to  parents  of  children  of  pre-school  age. 

A total  of  26  students  discontinued  attendance  at  the  end 
of  the  school  year.  Of  these,  four  are  attending  university 
and  three  are  able  to  attend  public  school  as  a result  of  im- 
provement in  vision. 

Thirteen  students  wrote  Grade  XI  Provincial  Examina- 
tions, five  full  and  eight  partial.  Of  these,  seven  received 
certificates  and  three  partial  certificates. 

Two  students  wrote  Grade  XII  Provincial  Examinations 
and  both  were  successful. 

Three  graduates  of  the  School  attended  Dalhousie  Univer- 
sity, one  of  whom  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Education 
at  graduation. 

Distribution  of  books  from  the  Braille  Library  totalled 
378  volumes.  There  were  34  readers  in  the  School  and  nine 
outside  readers. 

During  the  year  there  were  163  pupils  enrolled  and  in 
attendance  for  the  whole  or  some  part  of  the  term.  They 
were  distributed  geographically  as  follows:

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General  Information 


Territory:  While  known  as  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind,  this  school  really  serves  the  blind  and  partially  see- 
ing of  the  four  Atlantic  Provinces. 

Eligibility  for  Admission:  Any  person  resident  within 
the  above  mentioned  territory,  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
twenty-one  years,  who  has  insufficient  sight  to  make  proper 
use  of  the  public  schools,  who  has  sufficient  mentality  to  benefit 
by  literary  or  industrial  training,  and  who  is  of  good  moral 
character  is  eligible  as  a pupil.  Special  arrangements  may 
be  made  for  the  admission  of  worthy  and  otherwise  desirable 
applicants  over  the  age  of  twenty-one. 

While  it  is  desirable  that  pupils  should  begin  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September  or  January,  pupils  may  be 
admitted  at  any  time  by  special  arrangement. 

Expense:  To  pupils  having  a legal  settlement  in  Nova 
Scotia  or  New  Brunswick  the  School  is  absolutely  free  as  to 
board,  lodging,  laundry  and  training.  Pupils  are  expected  to 
pay  their  own  travelling  expenses  and  supply  their  own  cloth- 
ing and  smaller  personal  needs.  Pupils  residing  in  Newfound- 
land should  apply  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  St.  John’s,  and  those  in  Prince  Edward  Island  to  their 
local  government  representative. 

Housing:  Our  pupils  and  staff  are  housed  in  comfortable 
buildings,  hot  water  heated  and  electric  lighted.  Every  pre- 
caution is  taken  against  fire  menace  including  complete 
sprinkler  system,  fire-proofed  furnace-room,  and  a regularly 
employed  watchman  who  patrols  all  parts  of  the  buildings 
every  hour  of  the  night. 

Health:  The  health  of  the  pupils  is  under  the  care  of  a 

permanent  resident  nurse  and  assistants,  and  a regular 
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visiting  physician.  In  addition  the  School  has  the  services  of 
two  expert  oculists,  and  every  effort  is  made  not  only  to  safe- 
guard, but  to  improve  as  far  as  possible,  the  amount  of  vision 
possessed  by  some  of  our  pupils. 

Religious  Advantages:  The  School  is  positively  non- 
sectarian. Pupils  are  required  to  attend  the  services  of  city 
churches  representing  the  denomination  stated  on  the  original 
application  forms,  and  no  deviation  is  allowed  from  this  policy 
except  on  written  request  of  parents  or  guardians.  Religious 
instruction  in  Sunday  School  classes  is  carried  on  by  volunteer 
workers  from  the  pupils’  own  churches,  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  facilitate  the  performance  of  the  religious  duties  of  all 
pupils  in  their  chosen  creed. 

Educational  Training:  The  educational  system  of  the 
School  falls  into  four  departments — Literary,  Music,  Tuning 
and  Manual  Training. 

Literary:  In  the  Literary  Department  the  entire  regular 
school  course  is  covered  from  kindergarten  to  the  end  of 
Grade  Eleven.  Pupils  who  wish  to  continue  their  Senior 
High  School  Course  are  accepted  for  Grade  Twelve  by  the 
City  High  Schools.  In  addition  pupils  are  given  a course 
in  practical  typewriting.  While  many  of  our  pupils  are 
taught  to  read  and  write  Braille  (the  raised  point  system 
used  by  the  blind),  those  whose  degree  of  sight  warrants  it 
are  permitted  use  of  ink  print  and  pencil  work. 

Music:  In  the  Music  Department  pupils  receive 
thorough  training  in  piano  music,  a limited  number  receive 
individual  vocal  instruction,  and  selected  pupils  instruction 
in  playing  the  pipe  organ.  Diplomas  or  certificates  are  given 
in  accordance  with  the  work  covered.  Regular  classes  in 
choral  singing  are  conducted  for  both  older  and  younger  pupils.

This  fund  was  established  early  in  1917  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  supplementary  annual  income  for  the  work  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  for  the  various  enterprises 
in  connection  with  the  adult  blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland. 

The  Trustees  are  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Eastern  Trust  Company. 

The  Capital  Investments  at  September  30,  1964,  amount- 
ed to  $62,066 .

The  Home-teaching  Fund 

This  fund  was  established  early  in  the  year  1893  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  an  annual  income  to  be  used  in  the  work 
of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land. Collections  were  made  from  the  public  of  this  territory 
from  May  26,  1893,  to  August  15,  1917.  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  are  the  trustees 
of  the  Fund,  and  the  capital  securities  are  deposited  with 
the  Eastern  Trust  Company.  The  value  of  these  securities 
as  at  June  30,  1964,  was  $23,131.00. 

In  addition  to  the  income  from  the  funds  under  its  own 
name,  the  Home-Teaching  Fund  receives  25  per  cent  of 
the  annual  income  from  the  Blind  Endowment  Fund,  (see 
above);  and  by  an  agreement  entered  into  October  1,  1919, 
the  entire  annual  income  from  both  sources  is  paid  over  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
for  the  carrying  on  of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland.

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HALIFAX  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND 

An  Act  Respecting  the  Education  of  the  Blind 

Chapter  62,  Revised  Statutes  of  Nova  Scotia,  1923 

1,  (1) — The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person 
between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has,  under 
the  provision  of  “The  Poor  Relief  Act”,  a settlement  in  any 
municipality,  city  or  town,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such 
municipality  or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  an  order 
for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  Halifax  School  for 
the  Blind,  which  order  the  said  warden  or  mayor  shall  at  once 
grant  under  his  hand  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality, 
city  or  town,  on  being  satisfied  that  such  blind  person  is  be- 
tween the  ages  above  prescribed,  and  has  a legal  settlement  in 
such  municipality,  city  or  town. 

(2)  Such  order  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  there- 
in to  be  received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  and 
subject  to  conditions  in  this  Chapter  prescribed,  to  be  educated 
and  boarded  therein  during  the  school  term. 

(3)  Where  such  blind  person  has  no  such  settlement 
within  the  province,  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  person 
residing  for  at  least  one  year  in  any'  city',  town  or  municipality 
within  the  province,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such  munici- 
pality or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  an  order  for 
the  admission  of  such  person  into  such  school,  which  order 
the  warden  or  mayor  shall  grant  under  his  hand  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  such  municipality,  city'  or  town,  on  being  satis- 
fied that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed 
and  has  no  legal  settlement  within  the  province.  R.S.,  c.  54. 
s.  1 ;1914  c.  23,  s.  3. 

2.  (1) — Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  ten  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years  in 
addition  to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten  years  of  age; 
those  entering  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  thirteen  years 
shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years;  those  entering  between 
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the  ages  of  thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to  remain 
five  years;  those  entering  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and 
twenty-one  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  three  years. 

(2) — The  Council  of  Public  Instruction  may,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  extend  the  time  of 
attendance  of  any  pupil. 

(3)  — In  the  case  of  hopeless  incapacity,  serious  misconduct 
or  other  sufficient  cause  on  the  part  of  any  pupil,  the  prescribed 
term  may  be  shortened  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  School. — R.  S.  c.  54,  s.  2. 

3.  — For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the  warden  of  any 
municipality  or  under  an  order  from  the  mayor  of  an  incor- 
porated town  which  contributes  to  the  Municipal  School  Fund, 
and  educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  such  school  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Provincial 
Treasury  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  an- 
num, payable  half-yearly,  and  also  to  receive  annually  the  sum 
of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  payable  yearly,  from  the 
Municipal  School  Fund  of  such  municipality.  1920,  c.  20; 
1925,  c.  39. 

4.  — For  every  blind  person  who  is  admitted  into  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the  mayor  of 
a city  or  town,  an  allowance  to  the  board  of  managers  of  the 
school  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  shall  be 
rated  upon  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  or  town  in  case  such 
city  or  town  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the  Mun- 
icipal School  Fund,  and  in  such  case  such  sum  shall  be  paid  to 
the  said  Board  of  Managers  for  each  such  blind  person  sent  to 
the  school,  and  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  Board  of 
Managers  from  the  Provincial  Treasury,  for  each  such  blind 
person  for  which  such  city  or  town  contributes  such  allowances 
the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  next  preceding  section. — 1920,  c.  20. 
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5.  The  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 
shall  furnish,  semi-annually,  to  the  Council  of  Public 
Instruction  full  returns  of  the  names,  ages  and  residences  of 
the  pupils  in  respect  to  whom  such  payments  are  claimed. — 
R.  S.,  c.  54,  s.  5. 

6.  In  the  annual  apportionment  of  the  municipal  school 
fund,  the  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  include  the 
amounts  due  the  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind, 
and  issue  drafts  therefor  on  the  treasurers  of  the  respective 
municipalities. — R.  S.,  c.  54,  s.  6. 

7.  The  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  upon  being  satis- 
fied that  an  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the  province  and 
has  no  means  of  paying  the  expense  of  his  education  at  the 
School  or  his  training  in  any  trade  shops  carried  on,  or  to  be 
hereafter  carried  on  in  this  province  by  the  Maritime  Assoc- 
iation for  the  Blind,  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply 
to  any  blind  person  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Such 
action  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  shall  entitle  the 
blind  person  to  be  received  into  the  School,  or  such  trade  shop, 
on  the  same  terms  as  he  would  be  received  into  the  School  if 
he  were  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. — 1919,  c.  42. 

8.  In  the  case  of  any  person  who  has  been  admitted  to 
the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or  on  whose  behalf  appli- 
cation for  admission  to  such  school  has  been  made,  who  has 
no  settlement  within  this  province,  the  Provincial  Secretary, 
if  satisfied  that  such  person  is  chargeable  to  the  Province,  may 
pay,  or  agree  to  pay  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School 
the  same  sum  as  is  paid  from  the  provincial  treasury  in  the 
case  of  a person  admitted  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  Chapter. — R.  S.,  c.  54,  s.  8. 

9.  I he  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has  not  a settlement 
within  the  Province,  may,  nevertheless,  apply  to  the  warden 
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of  any  municipality,  or  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  or  town,  for 
an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  and  if  such  warden  or  amyor  is  satisfied 
that  such  parent  or  guardian  has  bona  fide  settled  in  such  mun- 
icipality, city  or  town,  with  the  intention  of  remaining,  the 
warden  or  mayor  amy  grant  such  order,  which  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  an  order  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Chapter  in  respect  to  a person  who  has  a settlement  with- 
in this  Pgvince.

THE  REVISED  STATUTES  OF  NEW  BRUNSWICK,  1927 

CHAPTER  57. 

Respecting  the  Education  of  the  Blind 

1.  In  this  Chapter,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

(a)  “Institution”  means  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind  or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind  approved  of 
by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

(b)  “Board”  means  the  board  of  managers  of  the 
manager  of  the  institution. 

2.  A parent  or  guardian  of  a blind  person  between  the 
ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Chapter  Respecting  Settlement  of  the  Poor,  a settlement 
within  any  county  or  city  or  town  of  the  Province  may  apply 
to  the  warden  of  the  municipality,  or  the  mayor  of  such  city 
or  town  for  an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the 
institution,  and  the  said  warden  or  mayor,  on  being  satisfied 
that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed 
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and  has  a legal  settlement  in  the  municipality,  city,  or  town 
shall  at  once  grant  such  order  for  admission  as  aforesaid,  under 
his  hand  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality,  city,  or 
town  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  his 
approval  to  be  endorsed  thereon.  C.  S.,  c.  51,  S.  1.  am. 

3.  Such  order  when  approved  by  the  Provincial 
Secretary  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  therein  to  be 
received  into  the  institution  and  subject  to  conditions  herein- 
after prescribed,  to  be  educated  and  boarded  therein  during 
the  school  terms.  Pupils  entering  the  institution  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  ten  years,  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven 
years  in  addition  to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten  years  of 
age,  and  pupils  under  thirteen  years  of  age,  when  entering  the 
school,  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years;  those  entering 
between  the  ages  of  thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled 
to  remain  five  years;  and  those  between  the  ages  of  seventeen 
and  twenty-one  years  to  remain  three  years.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s. 
5 am. 

4.  On  the  application  of  a blind  person  who  is  over  the 

age  of  twenty-one  years  the  Governor  in  Council  upon  being 
satisfied  that  such  person  has  a settlement  within  the  Provi- 
nce and  has  no  means  of  paying  the  expenses  of  his  education, 
may,  by  order  in  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board,  make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to  such 
person.  The  order  in  council  shall  name  the  municipality  in 
which  such  person  has  a settlement  and  to  which  he  shall  be 
chargeable  and  shall  entitle  such  person  to  be  received  at  the 
institution  on  the  same  terms  as  persons  mentioned  in  sections 
2 and  3.  1917,  c.  27.  am. 

5.  Blind  persons  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  re- 
ceived at  the  institution  under  the  provisions  of  Section  4 shall, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  be  entitled 
to  remain  for  three  years.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  3.  am. 

6.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  extend  the  time  of 
any  pupil  who  has  entered  the  institution  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Chapter  or  of  any  former  Act.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  4 am. 
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7.  For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  institution 
and  educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  Provincial  Treasurer,  payment  at  the  rate 
of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  payable  half 
yearly,  and  a like  amount  from  the  county  school  fund  of  the 
municipality  in  which  such  blind  person  has  a settlement.  This 
section  shall  apply  to  any  blind  person  now  in  attendance  at 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind.  1921.  c.  26,  s.  1.  am. 

8.  The  Board  shall  furnish  semi-annually  on  the  first 
days  of  January  and  July  in  each  year,  to  the  Chief  Super- 
intendent of  Education  of  the  Province  full  returns  of  the 
names,  ages,  residence,  attendance  and  any  other  matter  which 
may  be  required  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education 
respecting  the  pupils  in  the  institution  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Chapter.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  7 am. 

9.  In  the  semi-annual  apportionment  of  the  county 
school  fund  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  shall 
include  the  amounts  due  the  Board  and  issue  drafts  therefor 
on  the  treasurers  of  the  respective  municipalities.  C.  S.  c. 
51,  s.  8 am. 

10.  When  a city  or  town  in  which  any  such  blind  person 
has  a legal  settlement  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the 
county  school  fund,  said  city  or  town  shall  pay  to  the  Board 
the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  toward 
the  support  of  such  blind  person  and  such  sum  shall  form  part 
of  the  assessment  of  such  city  or  town.  Said  blind  person 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  said  institution  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  Section  2 and  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town  shall 
have  the  same  powers  as  are  by  Section  2 conferred  upon  the 
wrarden  of  a municipality.  The  Provincial  Treasurer  shall 
pay  to  the  Board  for  each  such  blind  person  for  which  a city 
or  tow'n  contributes  as  aforesaid  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  year  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  in  sec- 
tion 7.  1921,  c.  26,  s.  2 am. 
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11.  A parent  or  guardian  of  a blind  person  between  the 
ages  of  ten  and  twenty-one  years  who  has  not  the  settlement 
referred  to  in  Section  2 may,  nevertheless,  apply  to  the  warden 
of  a municipality  or  the  mayor  of  a city  or  town  for  an  order 
for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  institution  and  if  the 
warden  or  mayor  is  satisfied  that  such  parent  or  guardian  has 
bona  jide  settled  in  the  municipality,  city  or  town  with  the 
intention  of  remaining,  the  warden  or  mayor  may  grant  such 
order  in  manner  and  form  as  prescribed  in  Section  2,  which 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  an  order  given  under  the 
provisions  of  the  said  section.  C.  S.  c.  1,  5s.  10  am. 

12.  When  a blind  person  who  has  been  admitted  to  the 
institution  or  on  whose  behalf  application  for  admission  has 
been  made  has  no  settlement  as  required  by  Section  2,  the 
Provincial  Secretary,  if  satisfied  that  such  person  is  fairly 
chargeable  to  the  Province  may  pay  or  agree  to  pay  to  the 
Board  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum  from  the 
Provincial  treasury.  1921,  c.  26,  s.  3 am.
